STEAMER IS DASHED 
TBHECESHNIOCKS 

OF SCOTISH COAST 

American Transport Utrantu Ih lUm- 
ned by the Kashmir, Another 
Teasel In Convoy WHk 
Otranto, and Shikt— 
Brntih Oetlr^ 
AtteMpti Beieiie 
la Tentte 
Qaie, 

A British Port, Friday, October 
11 — A large number of American 
troops have been lost as the result of 
the sinking of the transporl Otrantn 
in tile N'nrtli Channel between the 
Scoltisli and Irish coasts In a colli- 
sion with the steamer Kashmir. 

The Otranto after the collision was 
dashed to pieces on the rooka off the 
south Scottish coast, with a probable 
loss of 372 American soldiers. 

Three hundred and one men were 
taken to Belfast by the Hritish de- 
stroyer .Mouiizy. the only vessel which 
made an altempi at rescue in the ler- 
riflc gale when the Kashmir, another 
vessel In the convoy with the Otranto, 
rammed the Otranto amidships. 

Seventeen men were picked up alive 
on the Scottish coaat. Of the 699 
American soldiers on board the 
Otranto, 130 were landed. Seventeen 
were rescued alive at Islay, leaving 
372 unaccounted for. 

The Otranto and the other vessels 
of llie convoy wer<- lialllinK with tlie 
heavy seas and liiyli winds Sunday 
morning The storm was so severe 
and the visibility so bad that the 
Kashmir, a former Peninsular ami 
Oriental liner, crashed Into the 
Otranto squarely amidships 

The Kashmir backed away badly 
damaged but was able to make port. 

As the bows of the Kashmir were 
pulled from the great hole in the side 
of the Otranto, the water rushed in 
but for a time it did not serve to atop 
the engines. The Otranto tried to 
proceed but made no headway against 
the gale In her crippled condition. 

Within a short time the water jnit 
(Mit her fires and the Otranto drifted 
helplessly lowaril the rocvTv coasts of 
Islay Island wh.'re moat of the Tus- 
cania victims met their deaths. Thir- 
ty minutes after the crash the Hrit- 
ish destroyer .Mounzy. lierself ilam- 
aced by the heavy seas, appeared out 
of the haze In answer to the distress 
calls of the others. 'When the de- 
stroyer maneauvered to get alongside, 
Captain Davidaon of the Otranto 
warned Lieutenant Craven, command- 
ing the destroyer, not to make the at- 
tempt. 

' When it was seeii that Craven 
would make the attempt anyway the 
men were ordered to remove their 
shoes and heavy clotliin.L; and try to 
sa\<' Ihemseh'es as best the\' could. 

The destroyer sliicid off about 
a hundred feet and tlicii urailually 
came nearer ai^ainst the great odiis ol 
high waves and the wind, which 
threatened inotnentnrily to carry her 
entirely away from the Otran^, or to 
dash her to pieces againat the side of 
the wounded vessel. 

The Otranto struck the rooks Sun- 
day night south of Sallgo Bay, Islay 
Island, an uninhabited section where 
the ooaat line in many places rises 
straight out of the water to the rocky 
peaks, many feet above. 

As the destroyer neared the side of 
the Otranto the men began to jump 
from 30 to 4(1 feet from her decxs. 
The more experienced sailors of the 
crew of the steamer had better suc- 
cess than tbe soldiers, many of wlioir 
had never seen the sea until this trip. 
Many of the men leaped too (juickly 
and missed thcic recktfning and drop- 
ped between the boats. Some disap- 
peared in tbe water, but ethers were 
caught and oroshed to death between 
the boaU and the life boats which had 
been lowerisd to act aa baiters. The 
destroyer was badly battered. 

"Vbe captain of the destroyer, each 
time it was brushed away from the 
side of the Otranto, again would push 
near enough for many more men to 
jump to the deck of his vessel. He 
described it as a veritable rain of 
men landing on tbe destroyer. 

Many of these who reaihed the 
decks of the vessel suffered broken 
bones or olherwiHe were hurt. Those 
who missed the deck of the destroyer 
went to almost Instant death. 

Four, tlmsa the battered destroyer 
came alengalde, aad eaeb time th« 
previous ■eeaaa were repeated. At 
the ead of the rourth trip she had Sio 
Amarieani, U6 of the orew, 10 French 
iallera aad oae British oHeer on 
board. The bo^ was full and haviiiK 
done all possible, she started for port 

The survivors saw the Otranto drllt- 
liiK helplussly toward the rooks as 
Iliey pulled uMiiy toward Ibe IrUh 
coHHt Tlii> (liii4tro)yr Imruly bud llnin 
tu Mund » brief mvasagu when litir 
wiralsKs wiia uarrlod away.

DRASTiC 
ORDER FOR PUBLIC 
EATING PLACES 

New Program For Pnblle EaUng 
Places, to Be Effective Oeteber 
■21, iNsiiod by State Food 
Admlnlstjcator. 

Louisville, October 12— A new pro- 
gram for public eating places, (>ftec- 
tlve October 81, couched in the form 
of strict "Orders" and outting deeply 
into the menus of all restaurants, ho- 
tels aad boarding houses, is an- 
'nonnoed today hy the United SUtes 
Food Administration. The new rules 
apply to all places where cooked food 
Is sold to be eaten on tlie premises 
and arfe( ts nine million regular or oc- 
casional patrons in the I'nited States. 

A message given out by Herbert 
Hoover would indicate that the pro- 
mulgation of these new ordera, cou- 
pled wltb tbe Home Card campaign 
to begin a week from today, (onsti- 
tutea, tiw Food Administration's de- 
tfaut answer to tbe latest German 
peace drive. Mr. Hoover makes the 
categorical aasertion that th^e Is no 
prospect for a proper ending of tlie 
war before the campaign of the sum- 
mer of 191!), and calls upon tli" people 
of the country to make a more deter- 
mined food drive than ever before as 
the most effective means of prevent- 
ing the prolongation of the struggle 
into 1920. 

Twelve "General Ordera" are In- 
cluded in the printed set of Instruc- 
tions which the office of Federal Ad- 
ministrator Fred M. Sackett is mail- 
ing out to all County. Administrators 
and all public eating places, but the 
publication of this summary In the 
newspapers will be deemed suincient 
notice to all concerned, and no one 
will be permitted to plead, if caught 
violating' any of tliem, that he "never 
reeeixed any notli'e." ConeernlnK the 
enforcement of these orders, the cir- 
culars mailed out by Food Adminis- 
tration carry this timely Information 
and warning: "It has not been deem- 
ed advisable or necessary at the pres- 
ent time actually to license the oper- 
ation of public eating places, but In 
oases whece- the patriotic cooperation 
of such public eating places cannot be 
secured by other means the United 
States Food Administration will not 
hesitate to secure compliance with 
Ita orders throuwh its control of the 
distribution of suL'ar, Hour and other 
food snpplii's. .\ failure to conform to 
any of the following orders will be re- 
garded as a wnstefni practl6e forbid-

It has beeti announced by Federal 
Food Administrator Fred M Sackett 
that tbe food eampalKii for the com- 
ing year contemplates a steady push 
all along the line," »r a direct reduc- 
tion in the consumption of all food, 
particularly the staples, rather than a 
series of emergency regulationa such 
as meatless and wheatless days anu 
meals and the substitution of one food 
for another. These twelve rules out- 
line the speolflo measures' by which 
the Food Administration plans to at- 
tain t^ls objective, in so far as hotels, 
restauranta and boarding houses are 
concerned. 

These general orders prohibit the 
serving of any bread that does not 
contain at least the twenty per cent of 
wheat flour substitutes, and of this 
Victory bread no more than two 
ounces may be served to a patron at 
one meal; if no Victory bread is ser-' 
VGd four ounces of other breads, such 
as corn bread, mufUns, Boston brown 
bread, etc., may be served. Bread 
served at boarding camps la excepted 
as is bread containing at least one- 
half rye flour. No bread is to be 
served until after the first course la 
on tbe table and no bread or toast 
may be served as a garniture. 

Iiacon is also barred as a garniture 
and only one meat may be served to a 
patron at a meal. Iiicl-.idi'd in the ile- 
Hnltion of meat are beef, mutton, pork 
and poultry Not more than a half- 
ounce of butter is to be served to one 
person at a meal, and Cheddar "Amer- 
ican" cheese is limited to the same. 
"Double" cream is banned. 

No sugar bowls will be on the tables 
a teaapoonful is the limit for a meal, 
and then only when asked for. Two 
pounds Is the limit to be observed for 
each ninety meals served, Including 
' cooking. 

.\'o waste food tnay be burned but 
all must be saved to feed animals or 
reduced to obtain fats.

AVIiat is demanded is a peace 
that will leave (ierniiiny iwwerk'ss as a force for evil, that will insure 
the peace of the world for all future time. 

And that is the kind of a i)eace we are fjoing to have if the war 
has to continue all of next year and the year after that. There must 
bo such a decisive victory by arms that Germany will come, not as a 
conqueror, but as a suppliant, come as Bulgaria came, with her sword 
trailing and her hat in her hand, acknowledging that she is whipped 
and is ready to submit to terms dictated by the allies. 

When a humbled and beaten Germany asks for peace she ■will 
get it and at the peace table that is to follow, with German armies 
back in their own territories and (li iMol)li/.ed, tlicn will the (ienii.iii 
people be given a chance to as.sert IheniHelves and tlirow ofl' the lloii- 
enzollern yoke. 

In till' meantiiiH' there must he no compromise, no bartering 
over a peace table with a (iermany that will seek to acipiire by di. 
plomacy what she falh<d to get by the sword. 

"On to Rerlin" is the watchword of the allied armies and it is 
the watchword of the people back home. 

Keep up a stout heart and keep on doing your part to make the 
world safe for democracy. 

Keep on buying bonds and do not let yourselves be deceived by 
talk of a premature peace. 

WHY YOU MUST SAVE PAPER 

The government wantti and must have the materials used in 
making paper, such as pulp-wood, sulphur, bleach — and labor. Man 
power is needed on the westein front to win the war; chlorine em 
ployed in bleaching the paper — it is jieeessnry in the manufacture 
of poison tras; fuel for (Uir war indiisl ri.s is nceiled — there will 
a coal shortage from 50,000,000 to 00,000,000 tons. A saving of 2.j 
per cent, in the use of paper will release for war industries 2,500,000 
tons; sulplmr is needed if xoil waste paper, there will not ln' 
enough to supply both the government's needs iuid the paper manu> 
facturers'. Wasting paper — buring it up or dumping in into the ash 
heap — is to ihstroy its value. Waste paper, newspapers, magn- 
-zines, "old iiajiei-, " is converted into packages for shells, packages 
for sending material and munitions abroad, into i>aper again for our 
use. Every sheet of used paper must be saved that it may be used 
over again — ^perhaps for letter paper that the boys over there may 
write to their mothers, sisters, sweethearts, I'very sheet of jiaper 
that We refrain from using, that we use oconomically, that we save; 
every bit of wrapping paper, box, paper bag, etc., is necessary, vital 
and essential to help win the war. and to help keep supplied our 
great paper indnstiics at lionie. 

NEW SHIPS TO FILL; JtlORE MEN TO FEED 



Evi'ry day new ships arc slipping from .\meriean ways. \Vc 
read with a thrill of pride that more vessels are being launuhed in a 
month than had hitherto taken the water in more than twelve 
months from Amci'iean .sHiipyards. 

But we must m)t forget that each of these new cargo-carriers 
means an increased responsibility to save- food. We are not building 
ships to lia\-.> them lie idle at our piers. We are huildinj; them to 
take to oui' li>;hlcrs aeioss the water, clothes, food and munitions. 

It is not alone the additional number of merchant vessels Uncle 
Sam now has that brings increased responsibility to the housewife 
to aave food. He is also building battleships, destroyers, submarines, 
trawlers, di-iftcrs and observation ships. The increase ill units for 
our navy is enormous, but these ships are of little use unless they 
are manned by crows that are well fed. We and our neighbor must 
feed them. 

The Bhii)builderb will build vessels, the navy will man them — hut 
there is no one who can feed the men but ourselves and our neighbors. 

That is the reason our neighbor is saving sugar, setting her table 
with perishables, baking ^vith wheat-substitute flours, and canning 
every |)ouiid of surplus fruit and vegetables she oan lay her hands 
on. What are we doing to liel]>.

Jhls represents a 
uselesR expenditure of |t40,000,00(i a 
year, or enough money to pay some of 
the country'8 important war billa, tlie 
fuel oil selling at about tS.EO a bar- 
rel. The experts also aay that tlils 
wastage Is doubly criminal at this 
time becRuso of tlie urgent need of 
fuel (ill for the sliiiis of the Navy and 
for other essentiiil war pnrpoaea.

"I luive always been aware that the 
I'nited States, probably throiiKh her 
croHt richness of resourcea, Is one of 
the most wasteful of nations, but It 
has taken the emergencies of the war 
to disclose with startling directness 
the colossal wastes of war-winnln»: 
supplies that are still going on," said 
Dirootor Manning. "It Is a new chap- 
ter In national profligacy to learn that 
in Its use we are w.intimly deslroy- 
lUK one-fourth of our supiily of fuel 
oil. to the extent of 4e.iiiMi.iiili| barrels 
a year, while our oil operalors are ili- 
reeliuf; every availalile euerj;y anil 
niillions of dollars toward inducing 
the earth to f;ive up more and more 
of the precious |ictrolenin, tlie most 
Iierfeel of exislini; fuels. 

"It calls for something more than 
criticism from a Federal ofllclal when 
we realize that In thia greatest of

Washington, October 12— The apex 
of the Influenca epidemic in the army 
training camps la now In sight, it it 
has not already been reached. This is 

the offlclnl jiulgtiu-nt of the Burgeon 
General of tlie army, based upon tlic 
. rate of iiroKfoss of the disease In the 
camps first affpcled. 

A further slinlit iloorcaso in the 
ntimber of new cmsi -: ilurin'.; iho past 
8^ hours li- annonn I'll in lasc nipihfs 
report, which' stroimllions tho hdicf 
of the army doctors that a oontiiunHl 
Improvement of conditions in the 
troops of this country may be expect- 
ed. 

Medical experts of the United States 
public health service, who are lead' 
ln% the health and sanitation warfare 
against the malady in civilian com- 
munities, declared last night, how- 
ever, that tlu' lali -<1 reports teh'trapli- 
ed from all seel ions of the eo\intry 
show that the epidemic Konerally has 
by no meant; run its I'lmrse. 

Tliey point onl that ilala ol' relial.h' 
character, now available, seems to in- 
dicate that it will require from six to 
seven weeks for the disease to rnn its 
course anibng the civilian iiopiilation. 

In the army camps a careful study 
of the progress of the contagiotTshowB 
that it riches its height sooner than. 
In olvlUan communities because the 
greater congestion prevailing in the 
camps tends, toward a more rapid 
■pread. 

Both the civilian and army experts 
however, say they are''Cetter prepared 
to combat yellow fever, typhoid, and 
even the pla^ne, than the present In- 
fluenza epidemic. 

Ev^at the present sli^ije of the epi- 
demic It ranl<s as one of llio worst 
plaKnos that has ever afflieled the 
ooiintry. While ilellnite finnros have 
not been collected in all sections of 
the country, It Is known that the to- 
tal mortality statisticB already have 
reached alarming proportions. 

Deaths among the troops in this 
country for the past week were at th^ 
rate ot 81.8 per thousand per annum, 
as compared with a rate of 6.7 and 
even lower, prevailing before the pre- 
sent outbreak. There were by actual 
count 88,476 new cases of Influenza 
during the week, and 8,666 of pneu-^ 
monia. 

In the past :;i lionrs IL'.Ol'l new in- 
fluenza cases dej'cloi)ed— a slight re- 
daction from yesterday's figures.

Because 
of heint; late ill making Its growth the 
i|iiality of Kentucky tobacco Is still 
somewhat uncerfnlii as niiieh of It had 
♦o he cut urceii. hut Xorllierii and 
Kaslern slates report ex<-elleiil crojis. 
The Weslern Kentucky and also the 
luirley district crops grew out won- 
derfully after the late rains and tv- 
tal proSuctton in Kentucky will pro- 
bably be larger than first expected. 

Potatoes in Kentucky are now ex- 
pected to produce 5,085,800 bushels 
compared to 6,720,000 bushels last 
year, while the United States crop is 
expected to be about 391.083,000 bu- 
shels compared to 442,686,000 bushels 
last year. 

Sweet potatoes now promise about 
1.040. SL'O bushels In Kentucky com- 
pared lo 1.140.00(1 hiishels last year. 
The rnllcd Stales sweet potato crop 
promises alioiil S."..lS!i.s;.-,n hurdnds 
compared to .ST. 141.000 Imshids last 
yea r. 

Clover seed prospects arc «ood in 
Kentucky this season, being estimated 
now to produce about S2,000 bushels 
compared to 46,000 bushels last year, 
while the total United States crop Is 
estimated at about 1,882,448 bushels 
compared to 1,856,000 bushels last 
year. 

Late reports from the spring wheat 

territory In the Northwest Indicate 
pood yi(dds of hipli niialily. the aver- 
aue yield beinM: eslimated at Ifi.l bu- 
shels compared to a ten year avoruEC 
of I.T.I hiishcls and the quality at 94.8 
per cent, comiiared lo a ten year av- 
erage of tlS.7 per cent. 

Tlie commercial apple crop tn the 
I'nited States Is now estimated at 24.- 
400.000 barrels compared to 22,519,000 
barrels last year. This does not in- 
clude^tarm crops that are not ordi- 
narily marketed. The Northwestern 
boxed apple crop is short, but the 
Eastern crop Is heavy, especially In 
Western New York and the Shenan- 
doah-Cumberland district of West Vir- 
ginia. Maryland, Virginia and Penn- 
sylvania. There is practically no Im- 
iiortant apple crol) In Kentucky this 
year, though a few scattered orchards 
report some fruit.
